Protesters hit streets to oppose NHS cuts 


SCORES of Oxfordshire 
campaigners took to the 
streets of London at the 
weekend to protest cuts to 
NHS services.

Members of the 
Banbury and Bicester Labour 
Party were present alongside 
those fighting to preserve 
acute services at the Horton 
General Hospital, the subject 
of a current consultation on 
county health services led by 
Oxfordshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group.

Bid for site to be listed as an asset to halt scheme 


PROTECT OUR 
THEATRE PLAN 


CAMPAIGNERS looking to save a 
long-established venue in Banbury 
have applied for it to be listed as an 
asset of community value. 

Fledgling group Friends of the Grand 
Theatre is fighting to halt a planning ap¬ 
plication to turn the building in Broad 
Street into two retail units and 12 flats. 

Supporters have nominated the build¬ 
ing, last open in its latest incarnation 
as Wonder Lounge, for listing under the 
Assets of Community Value (England) 
Regulations 2012. 

Since the campaign was launched 
last year some 3,000 local people and 
a plethora of organisations including 
Cherwell Theatre Company, Odyssey 
Theatrical Productions and Banbury 
Presents have lent their support to its 
intention of re-opening the site ‘as a 
social and performance venue for the 
benefit of the whole community’. 

Founding member Rob Kinchin-Smith 
said: “The way it went viral locally was 
quite extraordinary. It’s clear there is a 
great need for more than what we have 
currently. 

“We need a space like this for grass¬ 
roots performance. 

“Banbury has a lot of home-grown tal¬ 
ent, it punches well above its weight in

terms of the number of stage and dance 
and performance groups, and they lack 
a home.” 

The Grand was first opened in 1911 
as a 500-seat theatre, nearly doubling 
in size in 1935 as an Egyptian-themed 
cinema. 

For 30 years it served as a bingo hall, 
then a nightclub and finally cocktail 
bar Wonder Lounge, which closed its 
doors in 2014. 

In two weeks’ time Cherwell District 
Council will consider an application to 
demolish part of the site to make way 
for a new development. 

In the meantime it has received the 
asset of community value nomination 
and confirmed there is enough docu¬ 
mentation for it to be considered. 

In her response to the group, commu¬ 
nity development partner Sue March- 
and said: “The decision to nominate a 
property is evidence-based so it is not 
an indication of the council’s support 
or backing. The council should reach 
a nomination by April 24.” 

Making the site an asset of commu¬ 
nity value means locals have a stake 
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in its future and have the chance to bid 
on it if it goes out for sale on the open 
market. 

Friends of the Grand Theatre believe 
the value of the land is £700,000 or less 
and say it would not take long to bring 
its facilities up to standard and back 
into use. 

But Mr Kinchin-Smith said the at¬ 
tempt to get it designated was a ‘line in 
the sand’ and if the Grand can not be 
saved the fight will continue. 

He said: “If permission is granted, 
that’s not necessarily the end. We are 
prepared for the fact that we may end 
up campaigning for some other space if 
this building falls.”

Offices, hotel and pub 
also part of proposal for 
‘heart of England’ site

A HUGE new service station 
and ‘employment hub’ next 
to the M40 could bring 1,000 
new jobs to Oxfordshire. 

EuroGarages, which runs Cher¬ 
well Valley Services, is in discus¬ 
sions with Cherwell District Coun¬ 
cil about plans for the site that 
would cover 12 hectares between 
junction 11 of the M40 and the A361 
to the east. 

As well as a service station it will 
feature offices, storage and distribu¬ 
tion facilities, a hotel and a pub. 

Banbury Town Council leader 
Kieron Mallon hailed the potential 
boost to new jobs in the area. 

He said: “This is still in the very 
early stages and it has to go through 
the full planning process. 

“But if it creates 1,000 jobs in Ban¬ 
bury that would be a massive boost 
to the local economy. 

“The fact that companies from the 
UK and from further afield want to 
locate to Banbury is fantastic. 

“It shows they have confidence 
in the town and the very qualified 
work force that they need.” 

A public exhibition for the pro¬ 
posed service station site, known as 
Banbury 15, was held in Banbury 
Town Hall last week. 

It is contained in the district coun¬ 
cil’s local plan and sits opposite 
Banbury Gateway 

Mr Mallon said: “We see Banbury 
as the heart of England and clearly 
these companies do also. 

“The fact that we are an hour from 
London and 45 minutes from Bir¬ 
mingham and on fantastic rail and 
motorway links all adds to the at¬ 
traction.” 

EuroGarages has recently merged 
its forecourt and retailing business¬ 
es and has a combined turnover in 
excess of £6bn. 

Its sites in Oxfordshire include 
Cherwell Valley Services and the 


Marcham Road petrol station and 
Spar in Abingdon. 

EuroGarages senior planning 
manager Tom Jeremiah said: “Our 
plans for Banbury 15 support Cher¬ 
well District Council’s Local Plan, 
which allocates this site for employ¬ 
ment use. 

“It will be a fantastic addition to 
the town, providing new jobs and 
making the most of Banbury’s fan¬ 
tastic location. 

“During our consultation, we re¬ 


ceived many supportive comments 
from local people and will now 
spend some time analysing the feed¬ 
back before we submit a planning 
application to the council.” 

EuroGarages sites vary in size, 
with petrol at 60 per cent of them 
provided by Esso, while Shell and 
BP serve 20 per cent each. 

Their service stations also include 
shops and restaurants run by Star- 
bucks, Subway, KFC, Greggs, Spar, 
Burger King and Sainsbury’s. 


The site was sold to Euro Garages 
by White Commercial, whose man¬ 
aging director Chris White met 
with Cherwell District Council this 
week to discuss the plans. 

He said: “This is an excellent stra¬ 
tegic purchase by EuroGarages and 
will create a valuable addition to 
the company’s assets. 

“White Commercial worked very 
closely with the landowners and 
appointed David Lock Associates to 
assist in the planning strategy.” 


Waste removed in 
big clean-up blitz 

A TOTAL of 26 tonnes of waste was 
removed from the south side of 
Banbury as part of a clean-up, the 
council has revealed. 

On the week beginning Monday, 
February 20, staff from Cherwell 
District Council battled litter, fly- 
tips and graffiti in Calthorpe and 
Easington. 

They collected waste equivalent to 
the weight of two double decker 
buses while environmental 
enforcement officers took on a large 
flytip in Wykham Place. 

Overall 2.86 tonnes of rubbish was 
collected by hand, 21.2 tonnes were 
tackled by the mechanical sweepers 
and 2.18 tonnes collected through 
the free bulky waste collection 
service offered to residents in the 
area. 

Debbie Pickford, Cherwell’s lead 
member for clean and green, said: 
“Our street cleansing teams do a 
great job all year round keeping the 
district looking clean. 

“The amount of rubbish removed 
this time around is truly 
impressive. 

“For this blitz, our clean and 
green team were also talking to 
residents to remind them that if 
they haven’t yet got a blue recycling 
bin, they are entitled to one for free. 

“People with an old blue box are 
entitled to an upgrade and can 
contact customer services to 
arrange this.”

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Green Belt ‘must 
be used to tackle

PARTS of Oxford’s Green 
Belt must be used for new 
houses to help tackle the 
city’s lack of affordable 
homes, leading estate agents 
have warned. 

According to property analysts 
Hometrack, house prices in Ox¬ 
ford have risen yet again and in 
the past year the average price 
has gone up by 9.2 per cent to 
£430,200. 

Separate data released by 
Lloyds Bank showed that Oxford 
remains the least-affordable city 
in the country outside London, 
with the average home 10.7 times 
more than the average house¬ 
hold’s earnings. 

National planning guidelines 
say the Green Belt can only be 
built on in exceptional circum¬ 
stances. 

But Mark Charter, head of 
Carter Jonas’s Oxford office, 
said the lack of remaining 
brownfield sites in Oxford meant 
land from the Green Belt needed 
to be released for new housing. 

He added: “That would not nec¬ 
essary bring down the price of 
properties but it would provide 
more homes at entry-level prices 
of about £300,000.” 

Mr Charter said you could buy 
a two-bedroom apartment in 
Grandpont or East Oxford for 
about £375,000 or a one-bedroom 
apartment in the city for about 
£ 200 , 000 . 

He said: “More and more buy¬ 
ers are being forced to look out¬ 
side Oxford because properties 
are so expensive. 

“We have mapped where our 
Oxford employees live and it 


covers a wide area including 
Gloucestershire, Wiltshire, 
Berkshire and Northampton¬ 
shire. 

“They drive in and then use the 
park and ride.” 

Rowan Waller, managing di¬ 
rector of Wallers of Oxford es¬ 
tate agents said building on the 
Green Belt ‘has to be part of the 
solution’. 

He said: “I don’t want to get rid 
of great-crested newts any more 
than the next man but building 
on the Green Belt must happen 
relatively soon. 

“We have to stop thinking of 
the Green Belt as a pretty part of 
the countryside and realise that 
some parts are ugly wasteland 
that could be built on.” 

For 17 years the city council 
has been lobbying to build new 
homes on Green Belt land with¬ 
in South Oxfordshire District 
Council. 

It wants to build a total of 7,500 
homes off Grenoble Road but 
last year Chalgrove Airfield was 
chosen by SODC as a preferred 
strategic site. 

A city council report said last 
year that a total or more than 
12,000 homes could be built on 


protected Green Belt land sur¬ 
rounding Oxford over the next 
15 years. 

But the Campaign to Protect 
Rural England in Oxfordshire 
said the homes should not be 
built on the Green Belt because 
it would lead to a ‘Greater Ox¬ 
ford’ and increased traffic con¬ 
gestion. 

Mr Charter said new housing 
types and models including ‘pod’ 
homes should be considered. 
But last month city councillors 
rejected plans for the first ‘smart 
homes’ to be built in the city. 

Developers Openwell put for¬ 
ward plans for 70 low-cost apart¬ 
ments in William Morris Close, 
Cowley, costing about £160,000 
each, to target key workers and 
first-time buyers but council of¬ 
ficers recommended refusal be¬ 
cause the land is earmarked as 
open space in the Local Plan. 

Last month CALA Homes 
started building 12 homes off 
Abbey Road, West Oxford, with 
half affordable homes and half 
costing £lm each. 

The average home in London 
is still the highest in Britain at 
£486,600, and the cheapest major 
city is Glasgow at £115,200.

Authority leader urges minister 
to block unitary authority plans 



Council leaders are still 
opposed to ‘flawed’ bid 
to create ‘super council’

THE leader of Cherwell District 
Council has urged communities 
secretary Sajid Javid to block 
plans to reshape Oxfordshire as 
a unitary authority 

Last Friday the county council 
along with the Vale of White Horse 
South Oxfordshire district coun¬ 
cils officially relaunched their con¬ 
troversial vision to abolish the six 
largest councils and replacing them 
with a new ‘super council’. 

Barry Wood, along with the lead¬ 
ers of West Oxfordshire District 
Council and Oxford City Council, 
has opposed the move and called for 
the government to halt the plans. 

In a joint statement, the group 
said: “We stand united against the 
proposals for a unitary council, 
which we maintain are flawed and 
will disregard the specific needs of 
each individual city and district. 
We are three strong-performing 
councils but we are different in the 
way we operate and that is what’s 
key to our success. The joint Bet¬ 
ter Oxfordshire proposal released 
by opposing councils last week su¬ 
persedes the county council’s One 


Oxfordshire document released in 
January.” 

Changes include trebling the 
number of local sub-areas within 
the council from five to at least 15, 


and creating a new ‘standalone 
council’ specifically for Oxford. 

Opposing groups for a county¬ 
wide ‘unitary’ authority would lead 
to council tax hikes and local priori¬ 


ties being overruled. 

The Banbury Cake can also reveal 
they commissioned polling compa¬ 
ny Ipsos MORI to survey 1,950 peo¬ 
ple on the proposal, with taxpayers

footing the £43,500 bill. 

Cherwell has put aside a total war 
chest of £150,000 to fight the propos¬ 
al for a super council, while West 
Oxfordshire has budgeted £25,000 
and Oxford £75,000. 

The group insisted it is respond¬ 
ing to a ‘propaganda campaign’ be¬ 
ing waged by Oxfordshire County 
Council, which itself will spend 
more than £200,000 on the cam¬ 
paign. A county council spokesman 
said: “The government has told us 
that a unitary council is a good ve¬ 
hicle for devolution, so let’s make 
local government in Oxfordshire 
simpler, not even more complicated 
and costly.” 

The Department for Communities 
and Local Government was asked to 
comment on the letter but failed to 
respond.

Views sought on 
Bankside traffic 
calming plans 

A RAFT of traffic-calming measures at 
Bankside in Banbury have gone out to 
public consultation after almost three 
years of work. 

Highways officers at Oxfordshire 
County Council have drawn up plans to 
ease congestion with the arrival of the 
Longford Park development on the town’s 
outskirts. 

Funding has been secured as part of the 
development for new speed cushions and 
a zebra crossing in response to Bankside 
residents’ concerns about safety. 

Double yellow lines are set to be painted 
at the Bankside junctions with Hightown 
Road, High Acres, Coppice Close, 

Meadow View, Wood End, Spinney Drive, 
Farm Way and Chatsworth Drive, with 
the double yellow lines already in 
Newbold Close to be extended. 

Current restrictions in parts of 
Bankside stopping cars waiting from 8am 
to 6pm from Mondays to Saturdays could 
also be extended. 

Mark Cherry, who represents Bankside 
on the county council, said: “This has 
been a process of more than three years 
of interaction with highways officers. 

“This could be contentious to some 
residents but it is vital that as many 
residents take part in the public 
consultation as possible. 

“In my liaisons with officers I have 
asked for parking bays to be built as cars 
regularly park on the road along parts of 
Bankside. When the estate was built in 
the late 1960s to 1970s the cars households 
have today were not planned for by 
developers.”

‘Life is complicated for 
young people. Lessons 
should be compulsory’

SEX and relationship lessons 
are to be made compulsory in 
all of the county’s schools in a 
move that has been welcomed 
by headteachers. 

Last week Education Secretary 
Justine Greening announced that 
children from the age of four 
would learn about relationships 
while sex education would no 
longer be optional in secondary 
schools. 

Parents will still have the right to 
withdraw their children from the 
classes, but schools will no longer 
be able to opt out completely. 

Cutteslowe Primary School 
headteacher Jon Gray welcomed 
the move and said he believed it 
would be supported by parents. 

He said: “It is not anything new 
for schools, we cover lots of it as 
part of the curriculum anyway 

“A lot of it is about friendship, 
about people who can help you and 
about mums, dads, brothers and 
sisters. 

“It is done through children talk¬ 


ing about it, doing activities and 
games. 

“Parents know it is nothing new 
and it has been going on for ages.” 
In a written statement, Ms 


Greening said that the statutory 
guidance on sex and relationships 
education (SRE) introduced in 
2000 had become ‘increasingly out¬ 
dated’. 


Mr Gray said: “The biggest 
change is social media. Even 10 
years ago we did not have to talk to 
children about that. 

“We do a lot about protecting 
children. 

“In the past, if somebody bullied 
you it happened in school and the 
school could deal with that. Now it 
can happen 24 hours a day.” 

The change makes the subject 
mandatory in academies, inde¬ 
pendent schools and religious free 
schools. 

Free schools are not required to 
follow the national curriculum, 
but will be required to teach SRE. 

Rachael Warwick, headteacher 
of academy Didcot Girls’ School, 
said making it compulsory across 
the board was the right move. 

She said: “There will be some 
families who feel they want to 
manage this their own way, which 
is fine. At Didcot Girls’ fewer than 
five families out of each year 
group of about 250 normally opt 
out. It very much feeds into our 
agenda of helping girls grow to be 
confident and resilient and have 
self respect. 

“There are a lot of pressures 
through social media and net¬ 
working sites and peer pressure 
for young people to behave in a 
certain way. It should be compul¬ 
sory because life is complicated 
for young people.”

Hospice Helen & Douglas House 
is hoping to turn Oxfordshire into 
a beacon of light as it calls on resi¬ 
dents to ‘Go Orange’ this week. 

Supporters from across the coun¬ 
ty are set to don their favourite 
gladrags, dye their locks, indulge 
in sweet treats and tuck into their 
lunches - all plastered with a splash 
of orange. 

Head of community and events 
at the hospice Laura Kemp said it 
would be a ‘dream’ to see business¬ 
es and homes Go Orange to help the 
hospice raise £10,000 during the in¬ 
augural festivities. 

The 27-year-old added: “We really 
do need [the community’s] help and 
support to continue caring for the 
terminally ill children and young 
adults and taking care of their fam¬ 
ilies as well. 


“Go Orange is something that is 
important to us. People presume 
that a hospice is somewhere that is 
depressing, gloomy and quiet, and 
actually it’s not.

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Motorists still flout mobile phone 
rules despite tougher punishments

Inexperienced drivers 
face having licence 
revoked when caught

DRIVERS are still using their 
mobile phones behind the 
wheel despite warnings about 
the dangers it poses. 

Last week tougher penalties were 
introduced but motorists were 
caught breaking the law just hours 
after the new rules came into force. 

Motorists illegally using a device 
while driving will now be slapped 
with six points and a £200 fine - 
double the previous three points 
and £100 penalty. 

The change in law also means peo¬ 
ple caught within two years of pass¬ 
ing their test will have their licence 
revoked and must retake their prac¬ 
tical and theory exams. 

More experienced drivers can be 
banned if they get 12 points in three 
years, which can be accumulated if 
they are caught twice while using a 
device. 

Thames Valley Police officers 
stopped 11 people during a two- 


hour window in Ock Street, Abing¬ 
don, last Wednesday morning as the 
force continues to crack down on 
motorists breaking the law. 

Two drivers, a man and a woman, 
are now in the process of having 
their licences revoked following the 
operation. 

TVP Roads Policing Inspector for 
Oxfordshire Gavin Biggs said the 
changes in the penalty legislation 
had been a “long time coming’”, 
adding using a phone at the wheel 
could distract a driver as badly as 
them being under the influence of 


alcohol. He added: “People know it’s 
an offence to drive while using their 
mobile phone, yet they continue to 
do it. 

“Our enforcement yesterday 
shows that we have a strong stance 
against it and the £200 and six 
points is quite a sting, but you know 
the dangers of what you’re doing 
and that fixed penalty simply re¬ 
flects the dangers of driving while 
using your mobile phone. 

“It doesn’t matter whether it’s 
social media, phone call, sat nav, 
whatever other apps you may have 


on it. If you have it in your hand 
and you are driving, you are using 
it. You commit the offence.” 

A 19-year-old man was one of the 
first in yesterday’s operation to 
have his licence revoked for using a 
mobile phone. 

The driver of the Ford Focus is be¬ 
lieved to be one of the first people in 
the country who will have to retake 
his test because he passed within 
the last two years. 

He told the Oxford Mail : “I was 
trying to find a garage for a tyre 
repair. He has just told me [the new 


rules] today. 

“They [my parents] are going to 
kill me.” 

Another driver of a Suzuki caught 
said: “It was my stupid mistake. I 
think the rules are fair. It’s going to 
stop people.” 

Paul Dance, 43, was also pulled 
up after travelling up from Weston- 
super-Mare. 

He said he had his phone in his 
gearstick hand while he was using 
the hands-free system. 

He added: “It’s a bit painful to 
take. I’m a little bit shocked with it. 
You can’t argue against it.” 

Inspector Biggs said officers were 
finding more people texting and 
using social media apps on their 
phones, often hiding it underneath 
the dashboard. 

He added: “They are clearly trying 
to hide what they are doing. They 
understand it’s unlawful, danger¬ 
ous and yet they continue to do it.” 

In addition to the new laws, 
Thames Valley Police will not auto¬ 
matically offer a driving awareness 
course as an alternative to a fixed 
penalty notice. 

Between January 1, 2014, and Sep¬ 
tember 30, 2016, there were 145 col¬ 
lisions across Thames Valley where 
use of a mobile phone may have 
been a contributory factor. Eleven 
people died and 195 were injured.

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Missed chance 
to stop abuse 
of disabled kids 


Paedophile could have been stopped sooner, serious case review has found 


‘SUSPICIOUS’ bruising on 
disabled siblings ‘grotesque¬ 
ly’ abused by their carer was 
overlooked by police and 
council workers, a report has 
revealed. 

The victims, who cannot be named, 
lived with the guardian for about a 
year until evidence emerged he was 
physically and sexually abusive. 

But Thames Valley Police and Ox¬ 
fordshire Social Services missed a 
chance to uncover the ‘despicable’ 
abuse earlier, a serious case review 
by Oxfordshire Safeguarding Chil¬ 
dren Board (OSCB) revealed. 

Speaking to the Oxford Mail, in¬ 
dependent chairman of the OSCB 
Paul Burnett said agencies ‘owed’ it 
to the victims to improve the care of 
disabled children. But he claimed he 
could not guarantee similar issues 
would not arise in future reviews. 

He said agencies needed to ensure

children are kept safe by identifying 
risks early, adding: “I want to be able 
to say to the children that we have 
taken note of what happened and we 
are going to work as hard as we can 
to make sure that the things the au¬ 
thor has told us need to be different 
are indeed different.” 

The children’s abuser, who was 
previously convicted for dishonesty 
offences, was locked up for 14 years, 
with an extended three-year licence 
period, for rape and child cruelty 
charges last January. 

He and his partner were awarded 
care of the youngsters, who suffer 
with global developmental delay, un¬ 
der a special guardianship order in 
2014. But the children, both under 
five, displayed ‘unsettled’ behaviour’ 
from the outset, including self-harm¬ 


ing, head banging, hair pulling, 
screaming and pinching. 

Bruising was spotted on both chil¬ 
dren but a social worker claimed the 
injuries were due to the youngsters’ 
‘difficult’ behaviour and child pro¬ 
tection enquires were not followed 
up. Police ‘too quickly withdrew’ 
from the investigation when there 
was still a ‘clear possibility’ injuries 
were deliberate and a paediatrician 
suggested the same, report writer 
Kevin Harrington said. 

The council’s director for chil¬ 
dren’s services Lucy Butler said it 
had made improvements while the 
police claimed its decision not to 
interview both carers was made ‘in 
consultation with other agencies’. 

The abuse was uncovered when 
the abuser’s suspicious partner se¬ 
cretly hid a recording device, which 
captured the children crying and the 
paedophile making violent threats, 
sexual comments and noises.

Employment at record high 


A senior statistician 
has said the labour 
market “appears to be 
edging towards full ca¬ 
pacity”. 

David Freeman, a stat¬ 
istician at the ONS, was 
highlighting how employ¬ 
ment has risen. 

The employment rate 
rose to 74.6 per cent in the 
final three months of last 
year, the highest rate re¬ 
corded since data started 
being collected in 1971. 

However it’s not all 
good news: new figures 
show wage growth has 


slowed. Average earnings 
are 2.6 per cent higher 
during the fourth quarter 
compared with the same 
time a year earlier. 

One of the reasons for 
increased employment is 
more women entering the 
work place. Male employ¬ 
ment rates are actually 
low but the proportion 
of women in work stands 
at 70 per cent. The unem¬ 
ployment rate remained 
at 4.8 per cent, the lowest 
level since 2005. 

The increase in employ¬ 
ment was also accounted 
for by a 45,000 rise in the 


number of people em¬ 
ployed full-time, while 
the number of people 
working part-time fell by 
7,000. 

Not all regions fared 
equally in employment 
however. Employment hit 
a record high in London, 
the south-east and North¬ 
ern Ireland but in the past 
year the employment rate 
has fallen other areas - 
such as in Scotland, the 
north-east, north-west 
and the east of England. 

While wages usually 
grow with employment, 
this wasn’t the case. The 



annual growth in aver¬ 
age earnings during the 
fourth quarter to the end 
of December was at 2.6 
per cent. Inflation also 
picked up, meaning earn¬ 
ings rose by just 1.4 per 
cent after inflation. This 
was the lowest growth for 
two years. 

It was forecast by Bank 
of England’s agents in 
surveys that the slow¬ 
down will continue in 
2017. Employers predict 
average pay settlements 
of 2.2 per cent this year, 
down from 2.7 per cent 
in 2016.
